The following account of the wreck of a etgam 
boat in which Lafayette had taken passage, ex- 
tracted from Mr. Levasseur’s book, cannot fail 
to interest our readers:— 

During the whole of the 8th we worked hard. 
The general replied to a t number of letters, 
cheek Gao reseed to him every day from, all 
parts of the Union, and dictated to me di- 
rections to the superintendent at Le Gra io- 
dicating what cha and improvements ho 
wished made before bis return to Franco. 
some what fatigued by this labor, he retired ear 
to bed, and was already asleep when, at 
o'clock, Mr. George Lafayette, below 
from the deck where he had been walking, 
pressed his astonishment that, in 00 dark a t, 
our captain did not come to, or at least 
the speed of the vessel. We fully agreed in the

As soon as I came 
near him, he slid down, and fortunately fell into 
the boat.

‘Are you 
in safety?’ said I, ‘1 could not be better,’ replied 
he, gaily.—This reply gave me much relief, for 
my fears were ag | becoming scrious.

Then, only yielding ground as the water 
forced him, he had ludefatigably occupied him. 

At one 
moment, the water reached to the middle of his 
body. Buthis coolness and presence of mind 
reossured some persons, who, without hin, 
would perbaps have been dismayed and exposed 
to the greatest danger. Finally, we wero told, 


tified tuat all who remained on board belonged 
to her and could dispense with his avsimtance. 
**Mr. George Lafayette mst often have beou 
ship wrecked,”’ said the captain, **lor he bas be- 
haved to-night aw ifhe was accustomed to such 
adventures.’’

The following article, from the Lonpon 
MoanixG ADVERTISER, may serve as an 
ing ep of the style in which the 
movements of leading men are turned to account 
in the editorial columns of the Lor pon jour- 
nals, when other subjects of discussion happen 
to be scarce:--"‘The announcement of MrsHuskis- 
son being about to join the Cabinet, and, along 
with him, others who profess the same political 
creed, and are attached to the same principles, 
has excited a storm of indignation among some 
of our cotemporaries, for which it is not a little 
difficult to account. On Saturday, the Morning 
Herald attacked our very innocent paragraph 
on the subject, and denounced it as a feeler, 
though for what purpose the feeler had been put 
forth, or at whose instigation, our cotemporary 
did not condescend to inform us. The Standard 
followed in the evening on the same subject, and 
the Morning Chronicle, the Morning Jour- 
nal, and others, have since found abundant mat- 
ter for discussion inthe same topic. All, how- 
ever, with the exception of the Chronicle, have 
given full credit to the fact which we announc- 
ed, and simply confined themselves either to a 
verbal criticissa of a trifling expression in our 
article, or to an attack on Mr. Huskisson, and 
the principles and abettors of free trade gene- 
rally. Mr. Huskisson's shoulders are broad 
enough, we presume, to sustain any attack of the 
kind, and we decline, therefore, to enter into 
any discussion of the arguments which are direct- 
ed against the principles and their advocates. 
But the article in the Chronicle is of a differ- 
ent character, and we are bound both to lay it 
before our readers, and to show the inconclu- 
sive grounds on which its assertions rest. We 
need not observe that the information respect- 
ing the ‘‘splendid festivities’? here mentioned, 
was in the first place derived from our columns: 
but what ic most worthy ef remark in the mat- 
ter is, that our cotemporary first describes as a 
perfectly ‘‘fortuitoue re-union,’’ what after- 
wards turns out, from his own account of the 
circumstances, to have been indeed any thing 
but ‘‘fortuittious."” ‘*‘When the premier was 
invited to Sudbourne,’’ says our cotemporary, 
‘the Noble host thought it necessrary, (proba- 
bly with a recollection of the occurrences which 
preceded the late Colonial Secretary's retire- 
ment,) to inform bim that Mr. Huskisson was 
an expected guest ;’’ and yet, according to our 
cotemporary, although both were invited at 
the same time, and to the same mansion, and 
by the same Noble person, and with a perfect 
knowledge on the part of, at least the Duke of 
Wellington, that Mr. Huskisson would be pre- 
sent, ‘‘the re-union was perfectly fortuitous.’’— 
Passing over, however, this-doctrine of chances, 
which i# as novel as it is extraordinary, we 
come next to the development of the grand 
**principle to which the Duke of Wellington has 
invariably ‘tadhered,’’ and on which our co- 
temporary appears to rely, as incontrovertible 
proof, that ‘‘there is not, and there never has 
been, a shadow of foundation for the assertion,”’ 
that negociations were pending for the return of 
Mr. Huskisson to cflice, and what is the princi- 
ple?—why, that ‘of drawing a line between 
political and personal alionations!’* Now, if 
it were not as notorious as the sun at noon 
day, that the ‘ alienation’’ between Mr. 
Huskisson and the Duke of Wellington, veiled 
as it might be under the endearing language of 
‘*My dear Duke,’ and ‘*My dear Huskisson,” 
was a personal, and not a political, alienation, 
it might be necessary to give a history of the 
whole affair in proof of the assertion; but we 
shall trust so far to the recollection of our rea- 
ders for credit on this point, and simply add, 
that the alleged note of the Marquis of Hertford 
to the Duke of Wellington, is itself a proof that 
the ‘alienation’? was ‘*personal,’’ and not ‘*po- 
litical.’ Men of the most opposite parties, and 
of the most opposite political sentiments, meet 
daily in society, without any one thinking it ne- 
cessary to apprise either party of the expected 
presence of the other; but there was a “personal 
alienation’’ in this case, and the Marquie of 
Hertford, in consequence, according to our co- 
temporary’s version of the affair, deemed it ab- 
solutely necessary to apprise the Duke of Wel- 
lington of the visit of Mr. Huskisson!—and yet, 
aceording to the same unerring authority, the 
‘*re-union was fortuitous,’’ and the alienation 
political, not personal.

The muscles, thus at the sate time deprived of 
their functions and compressed, grow still 
weaker; and the patient, when taken from the 
artificial support, is still lese able to stand erect 
than before. Experience having led to this 
egmclusion, the numerous surgeons, both in Eng- 
land and the United States, who have published 
on thie eubject,* have united, with little excep- 
tion, in recommending a combination of rest, 
without confinement Or pressuré, in a horizontal 
or inclined posture, with aiternate intervals of 
active exercise, 00 directed as to bring into con- 
traction and strengthen the enfeebled and elon- 
geted muscles. To describe or enumerate the 
apparatus employed for these purposes, would 
occupy too large a space; and we content our- 
selves with expressing a favourable opinion of 
that of Mr. Casey. 

Having been induced to study the subject in 
consequence of an individual under his care being 
affected with the lateral curvature, Mr. C. has 
employed his ingenuity in devising an apparatus 
which bids fair to add a very useful means to 
the list of those which we already possess for 
this purpose. We have seen a collection of out- 
lines, carefully taken from nature, representing 
curved spines which had been inanaged by this 
invention, in various stages of the treatment; 
and, taken together with the dates, these fur- 
nish the strongest evidence of very rapid cures. 

A description of the machine employed by Mr. 
C. may be found in the Journal of the Franklin 
Institute, for June, 1829. Its peculiar advan- 
tage appears to consist in the beautiful and easy 
mechanism by which it changes a perpendicular 
posture, with artificial extension of the spine, 
and support of the head, chest, and arms, for an 
oblique one, with a more moderate extension; 
or a horizontal, straight position, suitable for 
repose, and totally free from the application of 
any mechanical force. Taken from the night's 
repose, the patient is subjected to effusions of 
salt water, to friction and champooing; and, 
subsequently, to au elaborate and well-digested 
course of exercise, designed to strengthen and 
shorten the debilitated muscles. After this, the
